File No. 2]8[92-MUC,—Tn terms of Ministry of Commerce 
Public Notice No. 201(PN)/92—97 dated 30-3-1994 relating 
to the Export-Import Policy for April 1992—March 1997 
and the Newsprint Control Order, 1962, as amended from 
time to time, the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Information and Broadcasting hereby notify the Guidelines 
for the issue of Certificates of Entitlement to newspapers to 


import and purchase newsprint from the scheduled indigenous 
newsprint mills for the licensing year April 1994—March 
1995 as given in the Annexure, until further orders.

ANNEXE RE 


Guidelines for issue of Certificate of Entitlement 
1. Definition 

1.1 A 'neswpaper' shall mean any printed periodical work 
containing public news or comments on public news B 3 
defined in the Press and Registration of Books Act, 1867, as 
amended from time to time. 
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1 2 While ‘indigenous newsprint’ shftll mean standard news¬ 
print produced by the domestic newsprint mills mentioned m 
Schedule-1 of the Newsprint Control Order, 1962, as amended 
from time to time, the definition of imported newsprint shall 
be taken us provided in Chapter 48 of the Customs Tariff 
1994-9J. 


2. Eligibility 

2.1 Newsprint entitlement certificates shall be issued by 
the Registrar of Newspapers for India, on submission of a 
formal application complete in all respects, to such news¬ 
papers /periodicals as have been registered with the KN1 in 
accordance with the relevant piovisions of the Press and 
Registration of Bools Act, 1867, as amended from time to 
time. 

2.2 A newspaper shall be eligible for newsprint if it has 
a regularity of 90 per cent in the case of daily, bi-weekly 
or tri-weekly newspapers and 66-2/3 per cent in case it has 
weekly or lower periodicity, save in such cases where the 
shortfall in regularity has arisen because of reasons beyond 
the control of the publisher viz., strikes, lock-outs, go-slow, 
power shortage or similar causes, 

2.3 The following categories of publications although these 
may bo registered with the Registrar of Newspapers for India 
as newspapers, shall not be eligible for newsprint :— 


at the assessed circulation and will not be eligible for revision 
of its entitlement during the licensing or a subsequent year 
till the claim of circulation is accepted in full. In caso 
a newspaper/periodical is found to have jjiven a false state¬ 
ment about its performance or circulation it shall render itself 
liable for being debarred from allocation of newsprint for 
a specific period which may extend upto one year in tho 
manner indicated below :—

3.6(a) A newspaper which failed to apply or qualify for 
the allocation of newsprint during the preceding year shall 
be considered as a fresh applicant and given only indigenous 
newsprint during 1994-95 unless such failure has been for 
reasons beyond the control of the publisher.

or services; j&A 

(ii) House journals /magazines brought out by undertak- 
ings/flrms/lndustrial concerns; 

(iii) Price lists, catalogues, Directories and lottery news; 

(iv) Racing guides; and 

(v) Sex magazines 

3. Entitlement 

3.1 The basic entitlement of newsprint for the licensing 
year 1994-95 of a newspaper/periodical will be determined 
on the basis of its consumption of newsprint and any other 
paper, average annual circulation, uverage number of pub¬ 
lishing days and average page area published during the 
preceding year. 

3.2 In the case of those newspapers whose annual entitle¬ 
ment is determined by the Registrar of Newspapers for India 
to be more than 200 MT standard newsprint, the newspapers 
shall be allowed to import standard newsprint op the condi¬ 
tion that for every two metric tonnes of indigenously produced 
newsprint pui chased by them they will be entitled to import 
one metric tonne of standard newsprint. 


3.6(b) In ease a newspaper /periodical changes its periodi¬ 
city, it will be treated as a fresh applicant and given only 
indigenous newsprint during 1994-95. 

3.6(c) A newspaper applying for allocation of newsprint 
for the first time will be entitled to get only indigenous news¬ 
print from the date of receipt of its application in the office 
of the Registrar of Newspapers for India complete in all 
respects. 

3.7 Only regular periodicals with multi-colour printing 
requirement shall be given annual entitlement certificate to 
import glazed newsprint during 199^-95. They may bo allow¬ 
ed to import any quantify to meet their requirements as actual 
users. Fresh applicants will Vc considered by RNI on merit, 

3.8 The circulation of a newspnpors shall be determined by 
faking into account: (a) the number of copies sold; (b) tho 
number of copies distributed free or returned unsold as per 
the following norms :— 

Circulation Copies allowed under (b) 

(sold copies per publishing day) above 


3.3 In the case of those newspapers whose annual entitle¬ 
ment is determined by RNI less than 200 MT, annual entitle¬ 
ment certificates shall be issued for import of standard 
newsprint specifying the maximum quantity that a newspaper 
is entitled to import in one or more instalments. 


3.4 All the editions of a newspaper /periodical bearing the 
same title, having the same periodicity, published in the same 
language ar.d owned by the same owner either published from 
the same place or from different places would be clubbed 
together and their category and entitlement of newsprint will 
be calculated on the basis of performance particulars in res¬ 
pect of all the editions taken together. 1 


3.5 A newspaper/periodical whose circulation claim ha 
been declared unestablished by the Registrar of Newspaper 
tor India will not be eligible for newsprint unless and unt 
the circulation has been re-established for the same year o 
for a subsequent year irrespective of any change of the statu 
of the newspaper. In case of a newspaper/periodical wfios 
circidatam has been assessed bv the Registrar of Newspaper 
for India to be lower than the claimed circulation in the nasi 
the entitlement will be worked out on the basis of the circuit 
non as assessed by the Registrar of Newspapers for Ind 
Such a newspapcr/penodlcal will continue to get newsprh

3.9 If a newspaper/periodical establishment did not utilise 

any portion of newsprint allotted to it during any previous 
year, the unutilised quantity will be adjusted during the vear

3.10 Extra newsprint upto the limits indicated below will 
be allowed to new spapers as wastage compensation

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3.11 The basic annual entitlement of a newspaper for 
newsprint inclusive of wastage compensation for 1994-95 will 
be worked out on tile basis of 50 GSM. Actual release will 
be made after making proportionate adjustments as per the 
gram mage of newsprint involved. 

4, Procedure for submission of Applications 

4.1 Applications for entitlement certificates for import/ 
purchase from the scheduled indigenous newsprint mills shall 
be made by the publisher of a newspaper and shall be addres¬ 
sed to the Registrar of Newspapers for India, West Block-8, 
Wing-2, R. K. Puram, New Delhi-110066. 

4.2 In case of newspapers having more than 200 MT of 
annual entitlement of standard newsprint, the application 
should be accompanied by (aj the half yearly returns indicating 
the quantity of import and purchase from the scheduled in3I- 
genous newsprint mills during 1993-94 duly certified by a 
Chartered Accountant to the effect that 2 : 1 formula has been 
complied with and (b) a copy of the Annual Statement for 
the calendar year as required to be submitted by each pub¬ 
lisher under the PRB Act. 

4.3 In the case of the newspapers whose annual entitle¬ 
ment is upto 200 MT of standard newsprint applications 
should be accompanied by (a) Performance Particulars certi¬ 
ficate for the preceding year (i.e. 1-4-1993 to 31-3-1994) duly 
certified by a Chartered Accountant (where the average cir¬ 
culation is more than 2000 copies per publishing day) along 
with necessary documents indicating the consumption of news¬ 
print etc. (b) a copy of the Annual Statement for the calendar 
year 1993 as required to be submitted under PRB Act com¬ 
plete in all respects, (c) specimen Issues of the newspaper/ 
periodical of different dates or otherwise as required by the 
RNI and tel) annual returns indicating the quantity imported 
during 1993-94 duly certified by a Chartered Accountant. 

4.4 Applications for glazed newsprint should be accompa¬ 
nied by a copy of the Annual Statement as required to be 
submitted under PRB Act, (b) Specimen issue* of different 
dates or otherwise as required by RNI. and (c) the Annual 
Return indicating the quantity of import made during 1993-94. 

5. I-ast Date 

5.1 The last date of receipt r.f applications in the office 
of the RNI from regular newspapers for the Issue of certi¬ 
ficate of entitlement for 1994-95 is 31st. May, 1994. 

5.2 No application will be entertained after 28-2T995. 

5.3 Applications received after the last dates mentioned 
above are liable to be rejected. However, if the applicant 
gives vulid reasons and the delav is not attributable to the 
applicant, RNf may consider each request on merit. 

6. Revision 

6.1 A newspaper which secures the basic entitlement of a 
specified quantity of newsprint for 1994-95 can apply once 
during the year for upward revision of the entitlement on 
the basis of increase in its circulation and number of pages, 
provided such an application Is accompanied by performance 
certificate duly signed by a Chartered Accountant and covers 
a period of not less than 8 months as on 30th November, 
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1994. Such applications should reach the office of the Regis- 
*rar of Newspapers for India along with the sample issues 
of different dates by 31st December, 1994. 

7. Returns 

7.1 The newspapers having annual entitlement of more 
than 200 MT of standard newsprint shall submit half-yearly 
returns in respect of the purchase of indigenously produced 
newsprint and the quantity of standard newsprint imported to 
RNI in the prescribed form with a copy to DGFT (CCI&E) 
for the periods ending 30th September, 1994 and 31st March, 
1995 within 30 days of the close of the period concerned. 
The returns shall be certified to be true and correct by a 
Chartered Accountant. The letums should clearly show that 
the purchase of indigenously produced newsprint was not less 
than twice the quantity of Standard Newsprint imported during 
the preceding sir months. 

7.2 The newspapers with an annual entitlement less than 

200 MT of standard newsprint shall submit the returns as 
mentioned in para 7.1 above on annual basis i.e, as on 31st 
March, 1995. j 

7.3 In the case of periodicals given entitlement certificate 
for the import Of glazed newsprint, the returns mentioned in 
para 7.1 above shall be required to be submitted on annual 
basis i.e. as on 31st March. 1°95, giving details of the glazed 
newsprint imported and utilised. 

7.4 Without prejudice to any other action that may be 
taken, failure to submit the returns in time or submission of 
false information or unauthorised use or disposal of imported 
newsprint shall disqualify the newspaper concerned for future 
entitlement certificates. 

8. Unauthorised use of Newsprint 

8.1 No newspapers shall transfer newsprint to or receive 
from another newspaper. However, the Registrar of News¬ 
papers for India, may. In his discretion allow such transfer 
of newsprint by one newspaper to another by way of loan 
for a period not exceeding three months provided the trans¬ 
ferer and transferee give Intimation to the RNI within 30 days 
lliereof. 

8.2 Notwithstanding anything contained in para 8.1 above, 
newsprint should not be sold, transferred or disposed of in 
any other manner by the newspapers except with the prior 
permission in writinu of the RNT. Unauthorised use or dis¬ 
posal of newsprint shall disqualify the newspapers concerned 
for futmc Import entitlement certificates. 

8.3 A newspaper which suspends or ceases publication shall 
submit to the Registrar of Newspapers for India Performance 
Particulars Certificate within a month of suspension/cessation 
of its publication. It shall also surrender the newsprint not 
utilised by it as per directions of the Registrar of Newspapers 
foT India. 

9. Exceptions 

The Government of India in the Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting may waive any of the requirements or relax 
any of these guidelines for good and sufficient reasons.
